Mrs. Olie M. George was engaged to teach the spring term. 
At the end of five weeks she was obliged to discontinue her 
work on account of illness. Mr. Fred E Stoddard, a gradu- 
ate of the Littleton, N. H., High School, was engaged to com- 
plete the term. During the summer vacation your committee 
decided that this school required an experienced man teacher.

Your committee would commend the voters and taxpayers 
for the liberal appropriation they have made for the support of 
their schools. They have had thirty-three weeks of school dur- 
ing the year. 

While good work has been done, some changes must be made 
to bring the schools to the highest degree of efliciency. A 
course @f study should be introduced covering the entire 
school course from the time of entrance into the Primary 
Scbool until graduation from the Grammar School. A pupil 
should be compelled to complete everything in the course of 
one year before being allowed to go on with the next year’s 
course. 

The condition of the Primary School presents a more serious 
difficulty. One half of the first floor of the school building is 
now given to this school. Between seventy and eighty schol- 
ars are crowded into this room with only one teacher to in- 
struct and govern them. ‘This is a condition that calls for an 
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immediate remedy. Successful work in a Primary School de- 
pends upon the amount of attention the teacher can give to 
individual pupils. You will note that the amount of time the 
teacher can give to each pupil on an average in one day is 4.8 
minutes. More than this, the pupils are so crowded in this 
room that two are compelled to occupy seats that were in- 
tended for only one. 

Your committee would recommend that provision be made 
for better accommodation of this school. Either a separate 
building should be erected or an addition made to the present 
huilding, so that more room may be furnished. They would 
also recommend that with a larger room an assistant primary 
teacher be employed. A single teacher should not be ealled 
upon to instruct eighty primary scholars. 

Your truant officer, James H. Mead, has been called upon 
during the year to compel a more perfect attendance. His 
work has done much good, but in some cases there has been a 
disposition on the part of the parents to interfere with his au- 
thority. He has been told that certain scholars had attended 
school for a sufficient number of weeks to satisfy the law, and 
should act their own pleasure in regard to attending school. 
Such a course should be deemed prejudicial to the best inter- 
ests of the schools, and should be a sufticient reason for de- 


priving them of the advantages of the schools. 
We would impress upon the parents and citizens not only the 


necessity of financial support, but the help of their interest and 
sympathy, as well, in the administration and regular work of 
our schools,
